Bad Education 


Means Bad World 


Calls Upon Parents To 
Correct Two Items Of 
False Propaganda 


Washington, Nov. 5 —(NC)— 
“Bad education generally means 
a bad world.” 


“There should be a new apprais- 
al of education in our country.” 


“In most countries- of the world, 
education is bad.” 


These thought-provoking state- 
ments were made by the Most Rev. 
John T. McNicholas, O.P., Arch- 
bishop of Cincinnati, in announc- 
ing, as Epicopal Chairman of the 
Department of Education, N.C.W. 
C., the appointment of a group of 
consultants “who will freely ex- 
press their judgment on educa- 
tional matters to our Department,” 
who are “capable of fresh think- 
ing,” and who “can be helpful in 
making a new appraisal of Amer- 
ican education.” 


The Archbishop declared: 


“There is an ever expanding con- 
fusion in the field of education 
apart from its technical side or its 
methodology or whatever pertains 
to its changing elements. One can- 
not define education until one de- 
fines life. Those who deny or ut- 
terly disregard the spiritual or 
supernatural life of man on earth 
have only a very inadequate idea 
of education. There should be the 
necessary and harmonious devel- 
opment of the physical, the intel- 
lectual or cultural, and the moral 
man. The neglect of any one of 
these phases of life is a serious 
handicap to the individual and to 
the social life of a community. 
Consequences of False Education 


“We have recently had to deal 
with the appalling consequences of 
education that gives us wrong- 
minded and perverse-hearted men. 
We know what Nazi, Fascist, Sov- 
iet, and atheistic education does to 
men. We should realize the dire 
effects of totalitarian education 
wherever tyrannous . governments 
impose it.”

Silver Star Awards 


In Merrill, Mich., the parents of 
Army Chaplain Myles F. O’Toole, 
Franciscan priest from the Arch- 
diocese of Indianapolis, recently 
received the Silver Star decora- 
tion awarded posthumously for 
his heroism on Luzon, P. I. Des- 
pite the fact that he had a ser- 
ious wound in his shoulder, Father 
O’Toole remained at an evacuation 
station until all wounded were re- 
‘moved. While engaged in this 
act of unselfish devotion to his 
men he received two more wounds, 
from which he died on January 
19, 1945. 

Another Franciscan priest, 
Army Chaplain Dominic Ternan, 
of the Archdiocese of New York, 
was killed in France on June 19, 
1945, by a German sniper’s bul- 
let, while he was administering 
Last Rites to a stricken American 
soldier He was awarded the Sil- 
ver Star. 

Then there is the story of the

As radio enters its second 2 
years, it is impossible to say exact- 
ly what is in store for listeners, 
but one thing is certain. Whatever 
radio’s future in television, FM, and 
standard broadcasting, such pro- 
grams as the Midnight Mass from 
the Cathedral of the Immaculate 


was broadcast November 28, 1921. 
This program was the forerunner 
of the present Catholic Hour, week- 
ly network feature. 


Christmas Eve, 1925, is a date 
of importance in this area for it 
was on that date that WOWO, Ft. 
Wayne, sister station to KDKA, 
first broadcast the Midnight Ponti- 
ficial High Mass from the Cathe- 
dral of the Immaculate Conception 
in Fort Wayne. This ceremony 
has been an annual broadcast on 
the Fort Wayne station since 1925; 
and each year the Most Rev. John 
J. Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, who celebrated the Mass 
and: delivered the sermon on the 
first broadcast, has taken part in 
this radio program. 


The Rt. Rev. Thomas M. Conroy, 
rector of the Cathedral, also took 
part in this first broadcast and has 
participated in each subsequent air- 
ing. Msgr. Conroy remembers es- 
pecially the mail that was received 
after the initial broadcast One let-

Fa- 
ther Colgan, a Carmelite priest 
from Chicago, serving with the 
Dixie Division, won the D.S.C. for 
extraordinary heroism in Minda- 
nao, P. I., where he was killed in 
action on May 6, 1945. 


Recommended for the posthu- 
mous award of the United States 
Distinguished Service Cross is 
Army Chaplain William T. Cum- 
mings, Maryknoll priest from San 
Francisco, the details of whose 
death aboard a Japanese Prison 
con A off Formosa, January 14, 
1945, were only recently revealed. 
Commissioned in the field by Gen- 
eral MacArthur, he was, wounded 
in the bombing of a hospital in the 
Philippines. To Father Cummings 
is attributed the phrase, “There 
are no atheists in foxholes,” used 
in one of his sermons to the men 
on Bataan. 


First to Give Life 
The heroism of Navy Chaplain 


Aloysius Herman Schmitt, priest 
of the Archdiocese of Dubuque, 
been recounted many times. 
first Catholic chaplain to die 
the war, he went down with 
USS Oklahoma at Pear! Har-

bor, December 7, 1941 


bravery of Army Chaplain Clar- 
ence Joseph Hagan, of the Arch- 
diocese of Louisville, who died in 
Italy, January 6, 1945. He went 
o the aid of a soldier wounded 
by a land-mine explosion and was 
himself fatally wounded by a sec- 
ond blast. 

The last words of Army Chap- 
lain Terrence Brady, of the Dio- 
cese of Springfield in Illinois, were 
the form of a General Absolution 
and prayer that God would spare 
the men of his medical detachment 
so that they might get the wound- 
ed to safety. While lying wound- 
ed in a foxhole he was killed by 
a direct hit of a shell, on July 22, 
1948, on New Georgia Island. He 
was awarded the Silver Star. 

The “holy hurricane” was the 
nickname given to Chaplain Law- 
rence Lynch, who left the “safe- 
ty” of his foxhole on Okinawa 
and braved enemy artillery fire 
to aid three wounded soldiers, los- 
ing his life in the attempt, April 
24, 1945. He was a Redemptorist 
priest from Harrisburg, Pa. The 
Purple Heart badge was awarded 
posthumously. 


The Capuchin Father, Ignatius 
Materowski, of Buffalo-and Elli- 
cot City, Md., volunteered to serve 
the paratroopers and was killed on 
June 8, 1944 as he parachuted with 
airborne troops in Normandy on 
D-Day. Then there is Chaplain 
Thomas J. Barrett, of Des Moines, 
who volunteered for the hazardous 
assignment in Burma with the fa- 
mous Merrill’s Marauders when he 
learned they were without a chap- 
lain. He was brought out of the 
jungle suffering with typhus, from 
which he later died. 


For his heroism aboard the USS

With the end of the year ap-

Bares Sufferings Of Church 
Under Regime Of Oppression

This is the conclusion arrived at 
by 17 Archbishops, Bishops and 
Vicars General of Jugoslavia im a 
joint Pastoral, textual excerpts of 


which has just become available, 


in this country. The letter was to 
be read from all pulpits on Sep- 
tember 30, but it was never pub- 
lished in the press and mimeo- 
graphed copies, it is reported, had 
to be dispatched by secret means 
to every parish priest in the coun- 
try. : 

(It. was this pastoral which 
caused Marshal Tito to issue an 
“open letter” in which he charged 
the Bishops with spreading “con- 
siderable falsehoods” and threat- 
ened, although denying te do so, 
the application of laws ayainst “en- 
dangering the achievements of our 
great liberation struggle.”’) 


New Revolutionary Spirit 


After reciting m detail the suf- 
ferings of the Church under a new 
regime in which “political authority 
and judicial, educational and econ- 
omical life all breathe a new and 
revolutionary spirit.” the Bishops 
formulate the following demands: 

“Freedom of the Catholic press, 
freedom of Cathoiic education and 
organization and cof charitable in- 
stitutions, as well as full respect 
due to man as an individual. Fur- 
thermore, we demand full recogni- 
tion of Christian marriage and 
complete restoration of Catholic in- 
stitutions.” 

The Bishops express their grief 
at “the materialistic and atheistic 
spirit that is being spread secretly 
and publicly throughout our coun- 
try. As teachers of truth we firm- 
ly condemn this spirit of material- 
ism from which mankind has noth- 
ing good to expect.” 

Yet, they declare, “we look to the 
future with unfaltering confidence. 
In this we are confirmed by the 
deep spiritual revival among the 
masses of the faithful throughout 
our country.” 

“We are not seeking conflict with 
the new State authorities,” the 
Bishops -point out; “it is not the 
concern of the Church to dictate to 
the faithful how they shall regu- 
late their political, social and ec- 
omonic problems, as long as they 
are in harmony with the natural 
principles binding every human be- 
ing.” They remind, however, that 
before the end of the war the Bel- 
grade government svlemnly de- 
clared that freedom of wcership and 
conscience as well as the right to 
_— proyerty would be respect- 
ed. 

243 Priests Killed 

According to the tabulation of 
the Bishops, 243 Catholic priests 
were put to death during and after 


the war. 169 are in jails and con- 
centration camps and 89 are miss- 
ing, making a total of 501. In ad- 
dition, 19 seminarians, 3 Religious 
and 4 Sisters were murdered, the 
Bishops state, adding that all of 
these victims, like “many thous- 
ands of our people who met the 
same fate,” were denied the conso- 
lation of the last Sacraments, and 
many of those indicted did not 
know the nature of the accusations 
until the day of their trial.

Charge That Grant Would | 
Violate U. S. Traditions 


Washington, Nov. 5—(NC)—The 
American Federation of Labor has 
pledged its support of the Mead- 
Aiken “Federal Aid to Education” 
bill in a pamphlet entitled “Oppor- 
tunity for Education for All.” 
Pointing out that the A. F. of L. 
“has continuously sought to assure 
to every American boy and girl of 
every race and creed the best ser- 
vices the nation can give him to 
develop into a good, sound Ameri- 
can citizen,” the pamphlet declares 
that the Federal Government 
should assist States which cannot 
raise enough money to give every 
boy and girl a suitable education. 

The A. F. of L. stresses the need 
of the child—as a person and as a 
citizen—for adequate educational 
opportunity, no matter in what 
part of the United States he hap- 
pens to live. It recommends the 
enactment of the Mead-Aiken Bill 
because it will: (1) “help the 
States maintain egcod public 
schools;” (2) “afford every child 
those services through which his 
health, welfare, and social well- 
being, as well as his mental capa- 
cities, are best develuped;” (3) 
“aid needy students to remain in 
school.”

to me?” The other party, a young 
woman who was diagnos for 
cancer two months before her wed- 
ding and declared incurable, wrote: 
“The Goodness of God willed this, 
therefore it. must be good for me. 
Pray that through my suffering 
souls may come closer to God.” 
These two letters reveal that 
there are two ways of looking at 
pain.

1) Pain, of and by itself is not 
unbearable; it is‘ the failure to 
understand its meaning that is un- 
bearable. The greatest tragedy in 
the world is wasted pain—the pain 
that is never related to a Divine 
Purpose. On battlefields and in 
hospitals, concentration camps and 
sick beds, pain hour after hour is 
searing souls because the sufferers 
have allowed it to go to waste, un- 
correlated to the great Redemptive 
work of Christ and the betterment 
of the world. 

2) Consolation lies in the fact 
that pain can be made Redemptive. 
Cannot the spirit of man rise with 
adversity as the bird rises against 
the resistance of the wind? Do not 
the game fish swim upstream? 
Must not the alabaster box be 
broken to fill the house with oint- 
ment? Must not the chisel cut away 
the marble to bring out the ferm? 
Must not the seed falling to the 
ground die before it can spring 
forth into life? Must not the little 
streams speed into the ocean to 
escape their stagnant self-content? 
Must not grapes be crushed that 
there may be wine to drink, and 
wheat ground that there may be 
bread to eat? 

Why then cannot pain be made 
redemptive? And this it can _ be 
through .love: “Greater love than 
this no man hath, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends.” It 
is love that makes pain bearable. 
As long as we feel it is doing 
good for another, or even for our 
own soul by increasing the glory 
of God pain is easier to bear. You 
mothers keep vigils at the bedside 
of your sick children. The world 
calls it “fatigue” but you call it 
love. 

A little child was commanded by 
his mother not to walk the picket 
fence. He disobeyed and fell, 
maimed himself and was never 
able to walk again. Being told of 
his misfortune he said to his moth- 
er: “I know I will never walk 
again; I know it is my own fault; 
but if you will go on loving me I 
can stand anything.” So it is with 
our own pains. If we can be as- 
sured that God still loves and 
cares, then we shall find joy even 
in carrying on His redemptive 
work—by being redeemers with a 
small “r” as He is Redeemer with 


us the vision of the difference be- 
tween Pain and Sacrifice. Pain is 
sacrifice without love. Sacrifice is 
pain with love. 

That brings us to the other type

Love is the key to the mystery. 
Real love counts not the wine it 
drinks but the wine it serves. Its 
greatest unhappiness is to be de- 
nied the joy of sacrifice for others. 
In the face of pain, love seeks to 
unburden the sufferer and take his 
pain; in the face of sin, love seeks 
to atone for the injustice of him 
who sinned. Because mothers love, 
do they not want to take the pain 
of their children’s wounds? Be- 
cause fathers love, do they not take 
over the debts of wayward sons to 
expiate their foolishness? If love 
means identification and sympathy 
with the one loved, then why should 
not God se love the world as to 
send His only begotten Son into it 
to redeem the world? And if that 
Divine Son loved the world enough 
to die for it, why should not the 
Mother of Love Incarnate share 
that redemption? If human love 
identifies itself with the pain of the 
one loved, abe should not Divine 
Love suffer when it comes in con- 
tact with sin in man? If mothers

Dame. Now, as far as I know, I was the first, but I’m afraid 
my efforts weren’t appreciated by the university authorities 
quite as much as they might have been. 
after that first one, I got the general idea that if I never

ran another one it would be plenty 
soon. enough for the university— 
and, so, I have never tried it again. 

That first “excursion” wasn’t run 
for financial profit—thank heaven 


ecards |for that—and no one made any 


money out of it, except the rail- 


_lroad. Certainly not Notre Dame 


or the “promoter” of the excursion. 


Most of you now are familiar 
with the usual football excursions 
in normal times. One special after 
another pulls into South Bend on 
the days of big games, until the 
sidings out around the university 
grounds are completely clogged 
with parked football specials, while 
the normal storage yards through- 
out the city are also jammed. Why, 
on the day of the Minnesota-Notre 
Dame game in the Notre Dame 
stadium in 1938, the specials were 
coming into South Bend so fast 
from Detroit, Cleveland, Buffalo, 
Chicago, Indianapolis, Denver, Min- 
neapolis, St. Paul, etc., that two of 
them tried to occupy the same 
in South Bend at the 
same time. The resulting col- 
lision upset several cars on one 
of the trains ,and sent many pas- 
sengers to the hospitals, but, for- 
tunately, no one was fatally in- 
jured. 


My excursion was much more 
modest than that. We didn't 
have any trains, or even cars; 
just. part of one car, in fact. 
There were only seven of us in 
the whole “party.” I tried to get 
an excursion rate from the rail- 
road for my party, but, no soap; 
I think you had to have the im- 
possible number of about 25 be- 
fore they’d make any slash in the 
rate. As a result, our Friday-to- 
Sunday outing cost each of us 
about three bucks for railroad 
fare, board, room and admission 
to the game. 

My excursion was run to the 
St. Bonaventuré - Notre Dame 
game, which we figured was the 
big home game of the season for 
Notre Dame. I looked up the 
date and noted a rather unusual 
coincidence—the game was play- 
ed 34 years ago today, on Noy. 
11, 1911. The score was 34-0 in 
favor of Notre Dame, and a 
pleasant time was had by all. 


Now, we were a little bit more 
than the usual football excursion- 
ists, those doughty seven 
braved the trials and tribulations 
of rail travel from Peru, Ind., to 
South Bend, with a change of trains 
at Plymouth, Ind., to boot. It was 
a total of about 70 miles each way, 
and we didn’t get lost once. 

Anyhow, before we could be sure 
we’d make the trip, certain ar- 
rangements had to be made with 
our friends at Notre Dame, who 
were two students named John 
O’Hara and Dutch Bergman, The 
former many of you will know as 
now being the Most Rev. John F. 
O’Hara, Bishop of Buffalo, and the 


latter as probably Notre Dame’s 
greatest all-around athlete of all 
time. 

Well, the arrangements our 


friends had to make for us were 
many, although not difficult in 
those days. More than 30 years 
ago, when you visited Notre 
Dame, you really were the guest 
of the university. They pro- 
vided you with a room, they fed 
you in the old refectory in the 


main building, and, in our case, 
because Dutch Bergman played 
on the varsity, all of us got free 
tickets to the game. So, you see, 
our sole fi ] was in 
getting together sufficient long 
green to satisfy the railroad peo- 
ple; Notre Dame was much more 
_ easily satisfied. As I recall it now 
the round trip fare was around 
$2.50, and I am quite safe in 
saying that at least one member 
of the party left home with no 
more than $3 in his jeans, leaving 
him a grand total of 50 
to squander

pergaen boys who starred at No- 
tre Dame—with Bergman also pro- 
viding us with 50-yard line seats at 
the game (tickets in those days, 
even on the 50-yard line, were sg 
to get and cost only about 35 or 
cents to those who had that much 
money), we had a very pleasant 
time, even if one of the older mem- 
bers of our group did wind up on 
the wrong side of the field, rooting 
for St. Bonaventure. 


This fellow—now dead—was 
the only one in the entire group 
who was old enough to pass 
through the swinging doors of 
that day, and after breakfast at 
the university Saturday morning 
he decided to look over the sights 
.of downtown South Bend. Un- 
fortunately, when he had finished 
that chore I’m afraid he was one 
of those sights himself, and when 
he arrived at old Cartier Field, 
where the varsity played until 
the present stadium was opened 
in 1930, he got on the wrong side 
of the field and wound up rooting 
for St. Bonaventure’s. He might 
have been the only St. Bonaven- 
ture rooter on that side of the 
field, as college students of those 
days weren’t exactly accustomed 


| to traveling from New York state 


to Indiana, or vice versa, to see 
their alma mater play football. 
I recall that he felt quite sorry 
for the rest of us after the game, 
as he was firm in the belief that 
St. Bonaventure had defeated our 
heroes. 


I'll always recall what happened 


to us, and everybody else in that]. 


part of the country, that night. I 
had been assigned to a room in 
what was then the very new and 
quite —— Walsh Hall. It had 
hot and cold water in practically 
every room, and was positively the 
last word in. luxurious living for 
the swanky student who could af- 
ford it. Also, each room had its 
own radiators and you had no 
trouble at all in keeping warm even 
in the coldest weather. That 
couldn’t always be said of Corby 
Hall, Sorin Hall, Carroll, Brown- 
son, St. Ed’s or Badin Halls, and 
there was no water of any kind in 
eer rooms or dormitories of those 
alls. 


The game that afternoon had been 


whoiplayed in 70 degree temperature 


and it was so warm when I turned 
in that night—lights went out at 
10 p. m; and the rector of Walsh 
Hall positively refused to allow me 
to stay out later. I didn’t have 
much cash to stay out with, any- 
how, so I didn’t try to defy orders. 
Besides, there was Sunday break- 
fast and dinner to think about, 
too. 


Before retiring, I raised the 
window alongside my bed as high 
as it would go, and was soon 
sound asleep. I don’t know how 
I managed to sleep through what 
was to follow, unless it was be- 
cause of my usual clear con- 
science, but when I finally awoke 
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I have looked up the story of 
that sudden storm in the old files 
of the South Bend Tribune, where 
I learned that the thermometer 
dropped 58 rees between late 
Saturday night and Sunday 
morning, an all-time record for 
ons in temperature that the 
South Bend weather bureau in- 
forms me has never been ap- 

And thank heav- 
en, too, because I live in South 
Bend now. 

Thus ended the first football ex- 
cursion ever run to a Notre Dame 
game. I know I am stretching a 
point, perhaps, to call it an “ex- 
cursion,” but I have often thought, 
as I watched one long excursion 
train after another rol] into South 
Bend on days of big games, how 
our first adventure along those 
lines compared to what  Biewte 
when times are normal, Notre 
Dame was small enough in those 
days so that you got acquainted 
with practically everybody, from 
Father Cavanaugh, the president, 
on down the line; when you visited 
there on the university’s very gen- 
erous cuff. Of course, nothing like 
that could even be attempted now, 
but‘in retrospect, it was a lot of fun 
when it was done, and some of my 
happiest memories are those of my 
visiting days at the university when 
it didn’t cost me a dime except the 
price to get there from my home

Some. historians call them the 
brighfest of all centuries from the 
cultural standpoint; the most pro- 
gressive in the fields of philosophy, 
art, architecture, asceticism, gov- 
ernment, economics; and the happi- 


ple. ! 

Every recognized specialist on 
the subject of the Middle Ages, in- 
stead of blaming the Church for 
the darkness of the early Middle 
Ages gives her all the credit for 
bringing light out of the long-time 
darkness and for the wonderful 
achievements which are the glory 
of the later period. 

Never did civilization so flourish 
as when the Church was at the 
height of her influence; never was 
Europe so Christian; never did the 
world have such outstanding phil- 
osophers; never was the social and 
economic order so just; never was 
the individual held in such dignity; 


so sound; never were the supports 


firmer. 

The Church destroyed dictator- 
ships by emphasizing the source of 
civil authority, by advocating par- 
liaments, by opposing serfdom, bv 
demanding that man’s service to 
man be based on free contracts, 
by exacting the Magna Charta.

This, then, was the power which 
i'was to bring order out of chaos; 
'this Church of God, which had been 
lately converting a barbarous horde 
'and had begun the work of forming | 
la new society on the ruins of the 
‘old, was about to appeal to the 
‘Christian sentiments of her chil- 
‘dren and give a new life to the 
world ... The Church had deter- 
‘mined to convince her converts 
|from paganism that men might be 
‘of various conditions in the so- 
‘cial seale, but that they were all 
/equally obliged to revere and de- 
fend the right, and to uphold the 
good of society.” 

As a most effective measure for 
the preservation of peace the 
Church introduced what is known 
as the “Truce of God,” in the year 
988. To prevent wars she often 
found it necessary to pronounce 
excommunication against the Cath- 
olic ruler who started a war. The’! 
Church had her “synods of arbitra- | 
ition” much like those which were 
‘introduced by a combination of 
nations in our twentieth century, 
and when war was threatened all 
the power of the Church was set 
in motion to prevent it. 

Under the “Truce of God” no one 
might engage in warfare during 
Advent. nor Lent, nor the Christ- 
mas season, nor,-outside of these 
seasons, on any day between 
Wednesday and Sunday evenings. 
In fact, the Truce prevented fight- 
ing more than two-thirds of the 
‘year, and since warfare was con- 
ducted only by means of the sword, 
conflicts did little damage com- 
pared to modern wars. 


Exempted from the evils of war 
were not only clergymen and ec- 
clesiastical institutions, but men, 
children, pilgrims, farmers and all 
implements of agriculture. The 
idea was to give an opportunity for 
angry passions to subside, ajlow 
a respite for sober thinking, and to 
keep the supply of food moving. 


To the question “What right had | 
the Church to arrogate to herself 
a power which seemed to belong 
only to civil authorities?” Parsons 
answers in effect, with many other 
writers, that at that time human 
law was almost entirely ignored 
and there was very little generally 
recognized civil authority, because 
it was invested in a multitude of 
untamed barons who lived on booty 
and whose power came from con- 
quest. 

M. Guizot in his Leetures on 
Civilization in Europe, says: 

“By all sorts of methods the 
Church likewise strove to repress 
the tendency of society to violence 
and continued wars. Everyone: is

Promises By ‘Big Three’—-Bishop’s Comments 


On Peace Draft Stirs The Capital

Washington, Nov. 5.—(NC)—In outlining what the 
foreign policy of the United States is today, President Tru- 
man, in his Navy Day address, said the conflicts of interest 
among the victorious powers are not so deeply rooted that 
they cannot be resolved, but their solution “will require a 
combination of forbearance and firmness” and “a steadfast 


adherence to the high principles wes 
have enunciated.” 

This reference to “the high prin- 
ciples we have enunciated” has 
served to recall the joint promise of 
the Big Three (President Truman, 
Marshal Stalin and Prime Minister 
Attlee) in their Potsdam Declara- 
tion that the agreed upon transfer 
of German populations from Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia and Hungary 
“should be effected in an orderly 
and humane manner,” and that “‘it 
is not the intention of the Allies 
to destroy or enslave the German 
people.” While this is being recall- 
ed, there is, however, incréasing 
evidence reaching here that these 
transfers are not always being car- 
ried out “in an orderly and humane 
manner.” 


It is difficult, observers admit, to 
focus attention upon any such prob- 
Jem as this when there are so 
many pressing matters—domestic 
and international—that demand the 
attention of this country and all 
the Allied powers. Whatever ex- 
cesses are being complained about 
under this heading, it may be 
argued, are being committed 
against vanquished enemies; they 
are no graver than the hardships 
these enemies inflicted upon other 
persons, and the matter should wait 
until problems of immediate concern 
to the victorious powers have been 
attended to. 

But the fact is that this matter 
is one of high concern to the Allied 
powers, to the United States at any 
rate. We have proclaimed right 
along that we fought for no terri- 
torial aggrandisement, but for 
principles. Well, here is one of 
the principles for which we fought. 

The question of whether whole 
populations need, or ought, to be 
transplanted does not enter into 
this particular consideration. The 
concern at the moment is only that, 
since the population transfers are 
going to be carried out, they be 
executed with as. little inhumanity 
as possible. For example, there 
8 no apparent reason for whole 
communities to be given only an 
hour or two of notice that they 
must pack and be on the way. There 
is no need for orders to be given 
in the dead of night, and executed 
almost at once. There is no need 
for families to be disrupted; for 
aged and infirm persons, young 
children, cripples and sadly un- 
dernourished people to be thrown 
into a veritable torrent of human- 
ity, in which eurrents sweep in 
many different directions and re- 
ception at chosen destinations is 
not assured.

of the raised minimum wages on 
the general price level, the state- 
Iment of the Social Action Depart- 
ment declares: “If a few. indus- 
tries have to increase prices to 
meet these wage rates, that is a 
small thing to pay for the promo- 
tion of social justice. 


If certain 
individual firms within particular 
industries cannot meet such wage 
rates, that is simply proof that 
labor and the community are sub- 
sidizing their inefficiency. 
“There is something radically 
wrong with an industry or a firm 
that cannot support its people. It 
should be overhauled by its em- 
ployers and labor. If needed, they 
should call on the counse! of gov- 
ernment. The government should 
be forehanded in giving them its 
counsel and help. Such industries 
and concerns are diseased ”’ 

Living Wage Kefore J ‘rofits 
The statement also recalls that 
according to the Bishops’ Program 
of Social Reconstruction “employes 
have a right to a living wage be- 
fore an employer has the moral 
right to take interest on bis invest- 
ment.” and that the Bishcps asked 
for family living wage laws that 
would begin with requiring only 
enough for present normal main- 
tenance but would gradually re- 
quire enough for protection during 
sickness, accidents, invalidity and 
old age. “This amendment is a step 
toward those standards,” the state- 
ment says. 

The argument is held invalid that 
the wages-hours amendment does 
not establish the full standard. of 
living which Americans should 
have. “The laws, Federal and 
State, are not supposed to give full 
wage-justice,” the statement says. 
“They should direct themselves to- 
ward a minimum living wage and 
then leave to collective agreement 
decisions on improvements. . . The 
government should not try to do 
everything; that way is the way to 
totalitarianism.” 

On the other hand it is admitted 
to be somewhat of a defect on the 
basis of the living wage alone that 
the amendment gives the same 
minimum wage to both single per- 
sons and heads of families. “To 
correct this defect,’ the statement 
observes, “the present amendment 
should be passed to pay the 65-75 
cents minimum to everyone and a 
further law should be passed to 
provide more money to a man with 
a wife and something additional 
for every child. Failure to intro- 
duce that new xind of system 
makes mandatory a law that covers 
everyone on the same basis. There 
are, however, other considerations 
in this respect, such as the right 
to equal pay for equal work.” 

In conclusion the statement re- 
minds that “people getting enough 
to live decently can produce bet- 
ter, can buy more goods and ser- 
vices- and thus can reduce unem- 
ployment. Fuller production and 
fuller employment will result from 
this law.”

It will not he carried 
out by Scouts unless leaders train 
them for it. 


We offer three additional 
lessons in spiritual first aid, hoping 
that the outline will at least sug-

leaders.
